MEDICAL PRACTICES 
ACT PASSED BY HOUSE 


Bill Amended to Exempt Chris- 
tian Scientists, Osteopaths 
and Chiropractors. 


By the Jefferson (City Oorre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 28.— 

The Medica! Practices act, put for- 

pallies” as a measure to permit the 

medical profession tn Missouri to 

“clean house” and elevate the 

standard of medical practice, was 

passed late yesterday by the House, 


after opponents of the bill sought 
to burden it down with amend- 
ments that ultimately would defeat 
it. 

Several of the proposed amend- 
ments were adopted, and this will 
necessitate return ef the bill to 
the Senate, which already has 
pagsed it, for concurrence in the 
House amendments. The vote in 
the House on passage of the bill 
was 114 to 7. 

Provision of Amendments. 

Amendments adopted in the 
House provide exemption from 
provisiong of the bill for osteo- 
paths, chiropractors and _ those 
treating ailments “by prayer or 
spiritual means, as an exercise of 
religious freedom.” The latter 
amendment exempts Christian Scli- 
ence practitioners. 

Another amendment weakens 
the powers of the State Board of 
Health to fix educational require- 
ments for entry to a medical col- 
lege. It prohibits the board from 
requiring more than a high schoo: 
education, or its equivalent, as a 
pre-requisite to entering a medical 
college. 

This bill would raise educational 
requirements for a license to prac- 
tice medicine in Missourl, defines 
more specifically the offenses con- 
stituting “unprofessional conduct” 
for which licenses may be revoked 
by the Board of Health, and makes 
.it a felony to practice medicine or 


| healing without a license obtained 


from the Board of Health. Under 
the present law this offense is a 
misdemeanor. 

Considerable Debate. 

One amendment adopted to the 
section governing revocation of li- 
cense adds “fee splitting” to the 
grounds for revocation. 

The bill was sponsored by the 
State Medical Association, and 
grew out of recent disclosures of 
fraudulent methods by which lH- 
censes were obtained to practice 
medicine and surgery in Missouri.

Estimate Board Gives Approval to 
| Measure Passed by the 
Senate. 

The bill before the Legislature, 
\favored by the Reorganizing Com- 
/mittee of the United Railways and 
|'which wduld-permit the city and a 


{common carrier to negotiate pas- 
| Senger fares on a service and cost 
basis, was approved by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
| yesterday. 

| The board took its action upon 
.the advice of C. E. Smith, city con- 
‘sulting engineer, who telegraphed 


a New York }ijis approval of the 
measure. Accordingly, Comptrol- 
| Jer Nolte and President Neun of 
the Board of Aldermen, forwarded 
‘a letter to Harry W. Blodgett, the 
city’s legislative scout at Jefferson 
|City, urging him to advocate its 
| passage on behalf of the city. The 
| bill has passed the Senate, but is 
‘reported to have been held up by 
Representative Henri Chouteau of 
St. Louis, chairman of the House 
Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions. 

The measure {fs in effect an ena- 
bling act, empowering cities of 
more than 100,000 population to 
‘negotiate with common carriers in 
fixing passenger fares, based on an 
earning power sufficient to cover 
operating expenses, replacements, 
taxes, extensions and a fair re- 
turn on the investment. It em- 
/ powers the Public Service Commis- 
ston to approve the agreements, 
and to make orders from time to 
time. Kansas City has such pow- 
ers, in its charter, so the measure 
would apply to St. Louis alone.

Cosgrove explained that the Sheriff 
at Union, where he is supposed to 
be imprisoned, had “let him off’ to 
attend a sister’s funeral here, but 
the police are holding him, any- 
how, while Federal authorities are 
beginning an _ investigation into 
Cosgrove's presence in St. Louis. 

Cosgrove and Michael EB. Conley 
of Union were stopped in an auto- 
mobile at Nineteenth and Angel- 
rodt streets at 4:15 a. m. today by 
Special Officers Conklin and Fer-| 
guson and the North Market dis-- 
trict. 

Letter Taken From Him. 


After Conley and Cosgrove had 
been taken to the station the police 
took from Cosgrove’s pocket a let- 
ter written on the letter head of 
the Sheriff. at Union. The letter 
was addressed to Frank Langley, 
3108 “Minnesota avenue, and the 
opening paragraph was as follows: 

“Please tell John Cosgrove and 
Mike Conley I will be in St. Louis 
Friday and will call them up. John 
can come out with me in place of 
on the evening train.” 

The letter was undated and with- 
cut an envelope. It was signed 
“Gorg.’’ Arthur Gorg is Sheriff at 
Union. He could not be reached for 
a statement today. Cosgrove would 
not explain the letter to the police 
or discuss the beer in the machine.
